These settlers soon became thoroughly identified with 
the Welch. Intermarriages speedily took place, and re- 
ligious differences were eventually laid aside for the bonds 
of a common faith, which were long after to unite them. 
The M‘Intosh’s and Mclyer’s were Presbyterians in the 
Mother Country. 

In May, 1761, a formal covenant and confession of 
faith was signed, and Alexander M‘Intosh and Roderick 
M‘Iver were received into union with the Welch Neck 
Church. 

About this time (1756), the names of Joseph Brocking- 
ton, John Kimbrough, Abraham Odam, John Holloway, 
James Sweeney, Charles Lowder,* (or Lowther), Samuel 
Windes, James and Alexander M‘Kown, and (in the follow- 
ing year) George Nettles, are found among the records of 
our early settlements. 

The most of these appear to have taken lands in the 
middle and lower parts of what is now Darlington District. 

Joseph Brockington probably settled lower down on 
the river. This family was of English descent. The first 
of the name who came to the upper Pedee was Richard 
Brockington. He remained a short time in Charles-town, 
then purchased lands on the Pedee above George-town, and 
subsequently moved up the river. He had two sons and a 
daughter. William, the eldest, married Penelope Benton, 
who afterwards became Mrs. Bishop; Richard married 
Mary Hart;+ and Rebecca, the daughter, married James 
Pawley. 

John Kimbrough came from Wake County, N* C™ He 
settled about ten miles below Long Bluff, on the west side 


*From this name came that of the lake (supposed to be the ancient bed of the 
river) so well known in Darlington. Charles Lowder probably settled In that 
neighborhood. The name, other than in this locality, disappeared at an early 
period, 

{The late Mrs. Brockington, of Darlington District, whose mansion was for 
80 many years the seat of the most generous hospitality, The chief delight of this 
excellent lady seemed to consist in ministering to the happiness of others. 
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of the river, and became a man of prominence in that 
region. He married Hannah Kolb, and had a daughter, 
Elizabeth, who became the wife of Lemuel Benton, a name 
destined to become distinguished in the history of the Pedee. 
Major Kimbrough was a staunch Whig, but too advanced in 
years when the war began to render active service. 

His death took place in August, 1796. Of the other 
names mentioned as having appeared about this time, the 
Nettles’ and M‘Kown’s have continued to be known in Dar- 
lington and Marion as large and respectable connexions. 
James Sweeney is supposed to have been the progenitor of 
the present family of Henegan. 

It is known that this was called the Sweeney family at 
an early period. When or why the change took place, is not 
known to the present generation. 

Barney, who was probably the son of James Sweeney, 
had two sons, Darby and John, Darby was the father of 
the late Dr. B. K. and Ephriam L. Henegan, of Marlborough. 
His daughters were Drusilla, who married L. E. Stubbs, and 
Lucretia, who married Alex. McCollum. 

John Sweeney married a Miss Ridgel, and died young. 
John §. Henegan was the first of that name. The families 
became connected, and two generations back, took the name 
of Henegan. They lived first in Marion, where a portion of 
their descendants yet reside; the other, a highly respectable 
branch of the family, being in Marlborough. 

About this period, came a family, in numbers and in- 
fluence, prominently connected with Darlington District 
from an early period. John Du Bose was the first of the 
name who removed to this region. He was of Huguenot 
descent, and came from that settlement on Santee to Lynche’s 
Creek. His sons were Isaac, Elias, Daniel, and Joseph. 
These brothers lived in the same neighborhood,* were 
men of property before the Revolution, and took an active 
part in that struggle. Daniel was a captain, and Isaac 


*This settlement was on the east side of Lynche's Creek, at a point just above 
the crossing of the Wilmington and Manchester R. R.; a nelghborhood in which 
a sanguinary struggle was carried on with the Tories, and in which the Du Bose’s 
took a decisive part. 
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company with two others, he succeeded in capturing one 
Bradley, a Tory, who had been guilty of notorious depreda- 
tions. M‘Ree tied him, and carried him to his house. Soon 
after their arrival, a party approached for the purpose of 
rescuing Bradley, one of them, Lewis Johnson, firing upon 
M‘Ree as he sat in his door, but without effect. M‘Ree, 
immediately closing the door, seized his gun, and from a 
window shot Johnson and killed him. 

Bradley was taken the next day to George-town gaol, 
but afterwards escaped. He was subsequently arrested and 
hung. During the war several Tories, hearing that William 
Bethea, who lived near the present dividing line between 
Marlborough and Marion Districts, had a large quantity of 
money concealed in his house, set out for the purpose of 
securing the treasure. They found Bethea at home; but 
he had taken the precaution to select some other place of 
security for the fruits of his labor. They used every means 
to extort the secret from him, and as a last expedient, poured 
melted pitch upon his head, but all in vain. They found 
he would pay the penalty with his life, and left without 
further molestation. Some time after, and when the revyo- 
lutionary struggle was over, John, a son of William Bethea, 
met Snowden, who was one of this marauding party, in the 
woods, and without difficulty overpowered him. With a 
loose bridle which he happened to have, he attempted to 
hang his victim, but was not able to get him suspended high 
enough. He then broke his legs, and carried the murderous 
design into execution. Bethea, commonly known as “Sweat 
Swamp John,” because of his residence thereon, was a man 
of remarkable strength and activity. On a previous occasion, 
he met at night a Tory, who was also a man of much 
physical power, but, after a short struggle, succeeded in 
tying him, putting him on his horse, and carrying him as 
a prisoner to Colonel Hicks. 

Another singular instance of revenge is related as having 
occurred in this neighbourhood. A Whig, named Hawthorne, 
was plundered and murdered by a party of seven Tories. 
His son took a vow that he would not sleep on a bed or 
eat at a table until he had killed five of the seven. He pur- 
sued them for years, and followed one or more of them 
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to Tennessee, and is said actually to have fulfilled his vow 
to the letter. 

In the neighbourhood of the DuBoses, on Lynche’s Creek, 
was a famous Tory captain, Jef. Butler. He had been guilty 
of many acts of plunder, and at different times treated the 
family of Elias DuBose with great rudeness and cruelty. 
William Dick, a brother-in-law of Mr. DuBose, who moved 
to that neighbourhood after the war, went to Butler’s with 
a small party, and found him on the ridge pole of a corn 
crib which he was covering. Dick ordered him down, and 
upon Butler’s refusal to obey, knocked him off with an ear 
of corn. He was then tied and carried to DuBose’s resi- 
dence, and upon being confronted with Mrs. DuBose, denied 
having ever seen her. She knew him, however, too well. 
He was then taken out, tied up, severely whipped, and told 
if he did not leave the country in a given number of days, 
he would be dealt with more severely. Knowing what the 
result would be, he went off without delay, and was never 
heard of afterwards. As a Tory leader, the courage and 
ferocity of Butler were well known on the Pedee. 

“During the Whig ascendancy,” says Sabine, “in that 
part of South Carolina, he went into Marion’s camp at 
Birch’s Mills, and submitting himself, claimed the protection 
which the Whig officer had granted to some other Loyalists 
who had preceded him. 

“Against this some of Marion’s officers, whose friends had 
suffered at Butler’s hands, protested. But Marion took the 
humbled Butler to his own tent, and declared that he would 
protect him at the hazard of his own life. The officers, 
still determined to indulge their hatred, sent their com- 
mander an offensive message, to the effect that Butler should 
be dragged from his tent, and that to defend such a wretch 
was an insult to humanity. Marion was not to be intimi- 
dated; and though the mutiny among his followers threat- 
ened to be formidable, he succeeded in conyeying Butler, 
under a strong guard, to a place of safety.””* 

How far the account of this partial writer is to be relied 
upon is very questionable. One thing, at least, the course

One of the best known of the group 
was Chilton County's John Wesley 
DuBose, who became notorious for his 
ability to break out of prison. DuBose

roof of the Columbiana jail and escaped 
to his home near Jemison in adjacent 
Chilton County. There he returned to 
farming and fathered two sons: William, 
born in 1872, and Emanuel, in 1874. 
Captured by authorities, DuBose 
escaped again in the latter part of 1877, 
and he remained at large for several 
months, moving about the county 
freely and even venturing on occasion 
into Shelby County. As Montevallo’s 
Shelby Guide observed: “‘Since his 
escape he has been farming at his home 
in Chilton County, and two or three 
times has come to this place to trade, 
walking our streets boldly, armed to the 


_ teeth, but no one molested him or at- 


tempted his capture.” 

Eventually, DuBose tempted fate too 
far. One January day in 1878 he loaded 
his wagon with two bales of cotton and, 

companied by his wife, brother, and 
er, drove to H. C. Reynolds’ general 
re in Montevallo. Observers noticed 


that DuBose and his brother both wore 
pistols and that two double-barreled 
shotguns protruded from their wagon. 

DuBose sold his cotton without inci- 
dent, but the next day, when the family 
returned to town to have their wool 
carded, they were followed into 
Reynolds’ store by four deputies from 
Columbiana with a warrant for his ar- 
rest. Never a man to give up easily, 
DuBose jumped out a window, fled to 
the woods and dived into a creek, where 
he was seen ‘‘dividing the waters as did 
Moses’ rod of old.’” Not until two of the 
officers mounted horses were they able 
to overtake him. When the fugitive was 
brought back to town, he is reported to 
have told the crowd gathered in the 
street, “Boys, | outrun them so far they 
got ashamed of themselves.’ 

He also announced cockily that if he 
was not given a speedy trial, he would 
escape again. And he did—but this time 
he waited until the trial was over and

he had been sentenced to life in prison. 
DuBose remained free for five years 
before authorities finally caught up with 
him in Coahoma County, Mississippi. 
This time they sent him to dig coal for 
Tennessée Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company (TCI), which contracted to 
lease hundreds of convicts from the 
state during the 1880s and 1890s. When 
he escaped yet again six months later, 
the editor of the Shelby Sentinel joked on 
March 1, 1883: ‘John Wesley DuBose 
is a bad boy and is not éasily restrained 
by bolts and bars. He has a fondness for 
breaking out from close quarters. He 
don’t like confinement at all.’” 

After another recapture, escape, and 
recapture, the latter two in February 
1884, DuBose refused to eat, as he had 
done once before during incarceration. 
To authorities he explained that an 
angel had come to him in a dream and 
told him to refuse all food. The prison 
physician, unimpressed by the explana-

tion, forced milk down his prisoner's 
throat by means of a stomach pump. 

A thread of religious zeal seems to 
have run through this strange man’s 
life. He claimed to have read the Bible 
thirteen times, and he was famous, 
behind bars at least, for his hymn- 
singing. According to family tradition, 
he also composed a book, as yet un-

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ture. Alabama governor Thomas Goode Jones also offered 
a reward, $400, for anyone who apprehended the sheriff's 
murderer, and Louisiana citizens collected a large sum for 
the same cause. Meanwhile, the Bibb sheriff's office seemed 
paralyzed, and criticism of the sheriff continued to mount. 

In the end, it was not the sheriff's force that solved the 
puzzle but detectives, reportedly brought in from Chicago, 
who investigated the case with the cooperation of local 
citizens who dared to act as spotters in locating witnesses. 
Three months after the assassination, the detectives began 
to uncover a conspiracy to murder Sheriff Jones by in- 
dividuals who planned to kidnap and lynch his prisoner. 
By April 12, Wiley Trott had been arrested for the sheriff's 
murder, and in late May he was indicted and hurried off 
to the Jefferson County Jail for safekeeping; bills of indict- 


ment were also found against seven other citizens. A Brier- 
field resident, Thomas M. Fancher, commented in his diary 
on May 31: “All [against] whom bills were found are in the 
woods. Oh how sad and still becomes more sad as some 
of the best families in the county are involved.’’ Local 
newspaper comment was much sharper, and by the the end

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of August, Tax Collector Andrew Head, the father of two 
of the indicted men, resigned his influential county office. 

The fugitives remained out of sight throughout the sum- 
mer, although some of their accomplices were arrested and 
indicted. They were still living a furtive existence in 
September, when the sheriff finally dispatched a posse to 
look for them and for the body of Tate—eight months after 
Tate’s disappearance. On September 4, 1891, the Bibb Blade 
noted the cursory manner of the sheriff's investigation: 
“Suspicion pointed to the fact that it [Tate’s body] had been 
deposited in an old well on the Head plantation. A number 
of wells were found, any of which might have contained the 
body, but no thorough search was made in any of them.’’ 

The search for the fugitives seemed equally half-hearted. 
“Action has been delayed too long,’’ the Blade concluded, 
“and the culprits have flown.” Whether all the culprits 
escaped farther than their own protective neighborhood is 
not known, but present-day descendants recall that two of 
the men remained out of the state, possibly in Arkansas, until 
they had won the permission of the probate judge to return. 

One fugitive, young Cass Smitherman, emerged from 
hiding and was jailed in late September of 1891. Reportedly, 
he had held the murderers’ horses at the Randolph railroad 
station. At Trott’s trial in December, Smitherman ‘‘turned 
State’s evidence,” providing damning evidence against 
Trott. Smitherman said that he had been urged to join the 
mob en route to the Randolph train station, but he had not 
been told at first about their true intentions. After the 
assassination of Sheriff Jones, said Smitherman, James Tate 
had been placed on Wiley Trott’s horse and lashed to Trott’s 
back. With Tate crying for mercy, Trott, accompanied by one 
of the Head brothers, had hurried off down the Six Mile road. 

Despite the hotel porter’s testimony that he had seen Trott 
shoot Sheriff Jones, the jury could not reach a decision and 
a mistrial was declared. After a postponement in May 1892, 
Trott was finally tried, found guilty, and sentenced to a life 
term in December 1892. As the decree was read, the prisoner 


_ved a sensation in the courtroom by attempting to cut 
his throat with a pen knife, but Sheriff M. J. Latham wrested 
the weapon from him after a brief struggle. 

Although many citizens were implicated in the 
assassination-lynching plot, forty-six-year-old Wiley Trott 
was the only one convicted. For fear Trott’s friends might 
try to rescue him, the sheriff refused to lodge him in the 
Bibb jail, a small building whose chief protection was a high 
board fence (page 27). Instead, he hurried Trott to the con- 
siderably larger Jefferson County Jail, called “‘The Rock.” 
But the following November, while his conviction was being 
appealed to a higher court, Trott escaped. Apparently, he 
remained a fugitive for the rest of his life, possibly fleeing 
west as did many Alabama law-breakers in the nineteenth 
century. He left only a ghostly memory to his relatives of 
today—the tale, told to 
them years ago by their 
elders, that, if they listened 
carefully, they could hear 
Wiley’s chains clinking 
whenever they passed an

old well. 

In 1893, when Wiley Sllniking whenever you

Frank Gist, editor of the Bibb 
Blade, later rejoiced that citizens could no longer expect a 
murder each month. ‘The Lord,” he declared, ‘took a 
chastened people back to his bosom.”
